Expected to serve 
as fine music hall

“The old Titan Theater is 
slated to take on new life as a 
community center for the per- 
forming arts under the guidance 
of the recently formed Pacific 
Auditorium Foundation. 

Plans call for the remodeled 
theater to seat 1,050 and to pro- 
vide a stage large enough to ac- 
commodate a full orchestra or 
symphony chorale. 

“Accoustically and otherwise, 
we're going to try to make it into 


a fine music hall,” said Rebecca’ 


Ahlberg, music director for 
Pacific Christian College. PCC 
owns the “very under-utilized” 
theater which has been assessed 
at $8 million, Ahlberg said. 

The facility on the PCC cam- 
pus is expected to serve as a per- 
manent home for a ballet or re- 
pertory company and as a forum 
for well-known performers and 
for local productions. The remod- 
eled facility will not contain the 
wing or “fly” space necessary for 
full dramatic productions, 
Ahlberg said. She has also 
talked with Jim Medvitz, gen- 
eral manager of the Pacific Sym- 
phony, concerning possible use 

. by that-group,. 

At about $1,500 per seat, the 
cost of remodeling is expected to 
be in the range of $2 million — 
considerably less than what the 
project would cost if the property 
had to be acquired. 

. Preliminary architectural, en- 
gineering and accoustical 


.. studies-have been’completed. 


“We've spent the last two years 
with technical people coming in 


and saying, ‘Yes, this will work’ _ 


or, ‘This is how you have’ to do 
it.’ Now the major homework on 
legal and feasibility problems is 
done,” Ahlberg said. : 

In addition to the remodeling, 
a 28-rank pipe organ donated to 
the college will be renovated.

Coordinators for study abroad 
try to ease misconceptions

-. Students attending the Cal 
State Fullerton International 
Programs’ Information Days on 
study abroad were introduced to 
an experience that could be one 
of the most significant of their 
lifetimes, according to IP coor- 
dinator Leon Gilbert. 

-. That is how Gilbert, described 
his year at Tubingen University 
in Germany when he joined IP 
in 1962. 

The programs, which were 
held Thursday and Friday, fea- 
tured speaches by My Yarabinec, 


- campus relations coordinator of 


IP; Bob Erickson, campus IP rep- 
resentative; Denyce Holsey- 
Perry, a representative of the Fi- 
nancial Aid Office; and a panel 
of student alumni of the prog- 
ram. 

Yarabinec visits all 19 CSU 
campuses each fall to inform stu- 


dents of the options and advan- - 


tages of IP and other interna- 
tional study programs. 

“If you have any desire to go 
overseas, take advantage of it 


now when you can enjoy the ex- 
perience the most, whether it is 
through IP or not,” Yarabinec 


told the 40 to.50 students who. 


attended Friday's meeting. 

Yarabinec said it bothers him 
that so many former students 
say they did not know about the 
program but would have enjoyed 
studying abroad. There are also 
those who do not join because 
they have misconceptions about 
the requirements. “There is an 
incorrect perception by students 
that the program is too expen- 
sive,” he said. 

A school year at CSUF would 


cost a student $7,592 in total ex- — 


penses, Yarabinec said. That 
figure includes living expenses. 
To study in Mexico, however, the 
cost could be as low as $4,720, 
he said. Mexico is the least ex- 
pensive program IP offers. The 
most IP estimates students may 


spend is $10,865, for a year in . 


Japan. 

Besides the cost of the prog- 
ram, Yarabinec said IP has as- 
sets not found in other interna- 
tional study programs. 

These include maintaining 


academic standing and applying 
all credits earned in the foreign 


country toward a student's de- . 


gree. - 
International Programs was 


designed as a full-year program, 


Yarabinec said. It takes most 
students at least one semester 
to adjust to their new surround- 
ings’ By the second semester 
students begin to make friends 
and immerse themselves into 
the culture, he added. 

“The students are 


mainstreamed into the univer-. 


sities,” he said. “It is rigorous 
and challenging academically.” 
Students have only been un- 


‘successful when they have had 


misconceptions about the coun- 
try or the program, Yarabinec 
said. : 

Other international study op- 
portunities were presented by 
Bob Erickson, who said there 
are thousands of programs of- 
fered besides IP. : 

A program Erickson discussed 
was the Institutional Exchange 
program which directly ex- 
changes one student from CSUF, 
for example, for one from

The report also said Reynolds 
had required that disaster plans 
be made for the entire CSU sys- 
tem. Earlier this year, Reynolds’ 
staff approved a plan for 
CSULA, which had not been 
tested prior to the earthquakes. 
“We were planning our first, full- 
scale, simulated emergency 
evacuation this fall,” said

of Public Safety. “The earth- 
quake turned out to be our.test 
run.” 


The only other campus to 
close because of the earthquake 
was Cal State Northridge, which 
had no classes on Oct. 1 and 2, 
The campus was closed as a re- 
sult of concerns by school offi- 
cials that several buildings had 
suffered structural damage. 
That damage was later deter- 
mined to be cracks in external 
plaster. 


A similar problem occurred at 
Cal State Fullerton, where 
cracks were discovered in the 
University Center after the 
earthquake, but they were found 
not to be dangerous. 


The chancellor’s report said 
the full extent of quake-related 
damage at CSUF, Cal State 
Dominguez Hills, Cal Poly 
Pomona and Cal State Long 
Beach was still being reviewed. 


Study finds 
deficiencies 
in athletics 


A National Collegiate Athle- 
tic Association Institutional 
Self-Study has revealed several 
deficiencies within the Cal State 
Fullerton Athletic Department. 

The study allows schools to de- 
termine areas that need im- 
provement. 

A problem classified as “very 
serious” is that the department 
does not have a written state- 
ment of philosophy for its prog- 
rams. Also, there has been no 
annual information distributed 
to boosters regarding NCAA and 
campus rules and regulations 
and no formal review of any re- 
cruitment expenses by anyone 
other than Athletic Department 
officials. 

Within the “grave” category, 
the department has no written 
policy on recruiting for members 
of the. programs. 

Subcommittees within the 
Athletic Council have been as- 
signed to each of these areas and 
are working to remedy them. 

“Bit by bit, we'll take care of 
it,” council Chairman Bill Puzo 
said. “But it may take two or 
three years.” 


Meanwhile, the Council voted 
in its Thursday meeting to raise 
the price of baseball and softball 
tickets this season. They will 
cost $4 for adults and $2 for 
CSUF students and children, 
compared to $3 and $1 last year. 


If attendance stays the same,-~ 


baseball games will bring in 
about $4,000 more per game 
than last year, and softball 
games about $2,000 more. 


Attendance at soccer games 


_ rose 15% this year despite the | 


same increase in ticket prices.

sumption and effects of alcohol. Although not all college 
students drink, almost everyone has friends or relatives 
who do, and we all have to share the streets with those 
who could be driving drunk. 

‘This is National Collegiate Alcohol Awareness Week — 

a time set aside for us to consider if we are responsible 
in our drinking and to reinforce the importance of abstain- 
ing from driving while under the influence of alcohol. _ 

Nationwide, one person dies in an alcohol-related traffic 
accident every 35 minutes. Many of these fatalities are 
college students, returning home from bars or parties. 

Obviously, efforts are being taken to avoid such alcohol- 
related problems. Dry rushes for fraternities and party 
goers who voluntarily abstain from alcohol so as to be 
sober drivers are to be commended. But the problem is 
far from being solved. Thousands still die each year be- 
cause of irresponsible drinking. : 

Take this week to carefully examine your drinking 
habits. Before reaching for that third or fourth beer, ask 
yourself if you really need it. Or better yet, before drinking 
the first one, determine if you really want a drink or if 
you're having one just because your friend is. 

Most importantly, do not get behind the wheel without 
asking yourself if you are absolutely sober — being “just 
a bit buzzed,” or “more sober” than your buddy is not good 
enough. Too many accidents are caused by people who 
had “just a few beers.” = 

If you have even the slightest doubts as to your sobriety, 
don’t drive. Call a friend, walk home, call a taxi or spend 
the night where you are — it may be a small inconveni- 
ence, but isn’t your life worth it?

In fact, my weight was so im- 
properly distributed, I had to set 
it down and take a breath before 
trying .again. My embarrass- 
ment grew when the person for 
whom we were moving the piano 
felt it necessary to lend a hand. 

After we successfully trans- 
ported the piano to the buyer’s 

_ garage, I vowed loudly to resume 
my regular visits to the gym. My 
roommate attempted to console 
my bruised ego by attributing 
this lapse of strength to fatigue 
and physical exhaustion. I had 
been busy for the last 13 hours, 
after all. Still, only sane, well- 
adjusted men could have ac- 
cepted such an explanation; I 
couldn’t — not completely. 

. This exposes the twofold na- 
ture of this sort of shame. Not 
only am I disappointed in the 
inadequate level of brute 


strength I provided in this ven- 
ture, I am frustrated with my. 
inability to put it in a proper 
context. . 

I have usually attempted to 
detach myself from the expres- 
sions of machismo which many 
‘American males engage in.

I've realized, of course, that I

sents a test of inner security. Al- 
though it seems more than logi- 


cal that those basking in their © 


maleness are themselves insec- 
ure, I can’t necessarily claim ‘a 
superior sense of well-being. 

So now I'm thinking of the 
scene in: Kubrick’s “Full Metal 
Jacket” in which the soldier, 
Cowboy, has been shot by a 
female sniper. Surrounded by 
his company, Cowboy nods the 
soldiers away, repeatedly assur- 
ing them that he can- “hack it,” 
before spitting up blood and ex- 
piring without dignity. I think 
its a scene’ that truly 
exemplifies .the idiocy of 
machismo, but I can’t guarantee 
that I would react differently in 
similar circumstances. 


If there is any sense of conso-- 


lation in this frustration, it lies 
in the fact that I am aware of 
this spectrum of gender identity. 
I’m not referring to a spectrum, 
encompassing levels of mascu- 
linity and femininity. I’m refer- 
ring to a spectrum representing 
various levels of gender depen- 
dency, the need.for a gender to 
define one’s sense of being and 
course of action. Such an aware- 
ness may be the only sense of

competition. 


Usually one systems contrac- 
tor is sélected, and then goods 
are purchased in small, expen- 
sive lots. No objective outside ad- 
vice is sought concerning the 
performance of equipment, and 
few sanctions if costs exceed es- 
timates, a common occurrence. 
Rarely is any program canceled, 
no matter how poorly it per- 
forms, and the most expensive

There seems to be a fine line 
between assistance and interfer- 
ence. And, since we are told the 
polite thing to do is to mind our 
own business, it’s a hard line to 
step across sometimes. 


On the morning of the big 
_ earthquake more than two 
weeks ago, a woman’s screaming 
sounded from the apartment 
next door. My roommate pressed 
her ear to the wall, then turned 
to me with wide eyes. “He said, 
‘Shut up, or I could hurt you,” 
she reported. : 
“Should I dial 911?” I asked. 
“She hesitated momentarily, 
then nodded. 
I picked up-the phone. 


Do you know what the trouble 
is? We buy weapons just the way 
the Russians do — one buyer 
and one seller. According to the 
General Accounting Office, only 
6% of defense contracts are fully 
competitive. As any successful 
business person will confirm, if 


‘clear 


you offer subsidies for sorhe- 
thing you will get more of it, pro- 
duced less efficiently; and if you 
deal with a monopoly supplier, 
you will always get a higher 
price and usually: get a lower 
quality. Small wonder that the 


‘Wall Street Journal labeled the 


pentagon an “enormously in- 
efficient nationalized industry.” 

All of this would be bad 
enough if it only played havoc 
with our economy, but unfortu- 
nately, it threatens our very 
existence. 

Why do we have so many nu- 
weapons — thousands 
upon thousands — enough to 
destroy the world several times 
over? My opinion, as a business 
executive, is that we have too 
many. nuclear weapons for many 
of the same reasons that the 
Army alone has more than 300 
conventional weapon systems 
under way at one time. Without 
a coherent strategy for defense 
for this country,.the Pentagon 
will not make rational choices 
among competing weapons sys- 
tems, and will tend to procure 
every weapons system the'con- 
tractors can dream up. 


Recently, two former chair- 
men of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
Gens. Maxwell Taylor and 
David Jones, testified before 
Congress that the United States, 
does not have a strategy inthe: 
usual sense of the term. That's; 

“right — no strategy. Bélieve" it‘ 
or not, there has not been a:top-: 
to-bottom .assesament.. of. our? 
mhilitary spending as ‘it-relates} 
to national sectirity “neéds’ in; 
more than 35 years. 9 410"; 

We've ignored strategy.to buy: 
whatever gadgets,‘necessary or ° 
unnecessary, nuclear or conven- 
tional, that weapons designers 
can think up. Nuclear weapons ‘ 
are the most visible and danger- 
ous examples of this, but it per- 
vades every aspect of military 
system . acquisition. Sheer 
technology and _ institutional 
momentum have been substi- 
tuted for strategy. The research 
and development teams working 
for the defense contractors and 
Defense Department labs get 
ideas for weapons and the Penta- 
gon requests them.

A key problem with smokeless 
tobacco is the urgency to spit. A

- brane irritant. It causes excess 


saliva which, when swallowed, 
not only 
nicotine levels substantially but 
can result in vomiting due to ir- 
ritation of the gastrointestinal 
tract. 


So spitting is a necessity. Ab- 
sent today are the brafs spittons 
so much a part of the Wild West 
saloons. So essentially, smoke- 
less tobacco-related spitting be- 
comes a personal and commu- 
nity hygienic problem. “Spit” in- 
cidentally is packed with poten- 
tially disease-producing  bac- 


_ teria. These bacteria can be 


tracked on shoes into homes and 
restaraunts, eventually ending 
up on hands and food. The ad- 
verse health effects of smokeless 
tobacco have received ‘too little 
attention.

. disease than older users. 


It may be “cool” in athletic 
and rural cultures to dip, chew 
or suck on ‘smokeless tobacco. 
But addictions are not cool. 
Nicotine, nitrosamines, 
polonium-210, anromatic hydro- 
carbons aren’t pesticides, they 
are proven , carcinogens con- 
tained in tobacco. Whereas 
smoking may take five years to 
result in frank disease, smoke- 
less tobacco has an accelerated 
disease-producing effect. Para- 
oral cancers are particularly 
rapidly invasive and fatal. - 

Tobacco is not healthy stuff. 
More than 20% of all premature 
deaths in the United States are 
due to tobacco use. It is ironic
